Named a park lately? 

Placentia’s Park Naming Commit- 
tee is asking local residents to 
suggest permanent names for four 
local parks. They are presently 
unofficially called Goldenrod, Wag- 
ner, Santa Fe and Bradford Parks. 

Goldenrod is east of Kraemer 
Boulevard and north of Alta Vista in 
a residential neighborhood; Wagner 
is just north of Wagner Elementary 
School, facing homes; Santa Fe is at 
the west end of Santa Fe Street, just 
east of Placentia Avenue in a 
residential neighborhood and Brad- 
ford Park surrounds the Bradford 
Heritage Home, between Bradford 
Avenue and Kraemer Boulevard on 
Palm Drive. It also is fronted by 
homes. 

In naming the parks, citizens 
might be guided by the fact that 
present city policy suggests that the 
names be reasonably related to the 
heritage of the Placentia area, 
reflecting such characteristics as 
pioneer families, streets bordering 
the parks, service organizations, 


topography, special themes or 
renowned citizens of the commun- 
ity. 


Suggestions should be submitted 
to the Parks Naming Committee in 
care of City Hall by Friday, January 
8th, the committee advises.

Ignoring a staff recommendation 
to hold the boost to 14 per cent, the 
Placentia City Council Tuesday 
night unanimously approved a hike 
in trash collection bills of 25.7 per 
cent. 

The increase, which will go into 
effect on January 1, 1976, was 
requested by Raul Rangel, a 
Placentia resident and vice presi- 
dent of Anaheim-based Jaycox 
Disposal Company, which serves the 
city. 


The boost will raise residential 
collection bills to $2.20 a month. 
They now are $1.75. 

Rangel, who introduced himself 
as ‘‘your resident garbologist’’ 
reminded the council of the toll of 
inflation and the recent ‘‘work 
stoppage, which was caused by the 
Teamster’s Union.”’ 

Rangel mentioned also increased 
insurance rates and cost of 
equipment. ‘‘We purchased a truck 
in November of 1973 for $33,000.

Our last quotation on that same 
vehicle has advanced over $50,000. 

‘‘Taking into consideration all of 
the other utilities, we believe ours by 
far is the cheapest of all,’’ Rangel 
continued. 

The trash disposal company has 
serviced Placentia for 17 years with 
an annual increase in costs around 
2’ per cent per year.

Scarpas - Council Engage 
In Sharp Public Clash 


“If the Scarpas or anyone else feel 
that I have done anything dishonest, 
illegal, broken a law or have a 
conflict of interest, I will gladly meet 
them down at the district attorney’s 
office at 9 o’clock tomorrow morning 
and you can press charges.’’ 

The challenge was thrown out 
Tuesday night by Placentia City 
Councilman Robert Langer, in 
answer to charges in a letter written 
by Jack and Bonnie Scarpa and 
circulated to local newspapers and 
the city council.

Key Ranch To Become Museum 


Acquiring the 2'%-acre George 
Key Ranch in Placentia, for use as an 
Orange County museum, was 
approved last Tuesday by the 
Orange County Board of Supervi- 
sors. 

The property, on Bastanchury 
Road, near the northwest corner of 
the city, will be purchased with 
cooperation of the owners, Mr. and 
Mrs. George G. (Hannah) Key, who 
live on the site. 

The grounds, in orange groves, 
contain the Key Home, which has 
housed three generations of Keys 
and was built in 1898 by Key’s 
father. 

The property also contains a 


lifetime collection of historic and 
nostalgic memorabilia which Key 
has gathered on the premises. 

Larry Leaman, manager of pubic 
facilities operation for Orange 
County said that the estimated cost 
of the property is $125,000, although 
that is just a tentative figure. 

It also has been projected that 
providing a groundskeeper and park 
ranger could cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $17,000 a year for the 
upkeep of the acreage. 

Just how the property will be 
acquired will be worked out at a 
future date, Leaman stated. Plans 
are for Mr. and Mrs. Key to live in 
the house through their lifetimes, 


serving as curator and caretaker for 
the museum. 

The ranch will probably be open 
only by appointment as it is now, 
specializing mainly in group tours 
rather than individual ones. 

The ranch has already been 
placed on the National Register of 
Historic Places. The National 
Register officially recognizes the 
historical, archeological or cultural 
significance of a building, making it 
eligible for consideration for funding 
under the National Historic 
Preservation Act of 1966. Only 330 
buildings and sites in the United 
States are so designated. (Picture on 
page 2). 


decisions, who questions my 
honesty or my integrity, they’ve got 
a fight...so this is a put up or shut up 
situation!,’’ Langer continued. 
There were no indications this 
week that the Scarpas, who have had 
a running feud with the council over 


the past year, had_ either 
acknowledged or accepted the 
challenge. 


The quietly pronounced blast 
from Councilman Langer, over the 
most recent Scarpa correspondence, 
follows a yearof dissension between 
the Scarpas and the council. 

The original focal point was the 


council’s denial to permit the 
Scarpas to establish their Herbert 
Hawkins Real Estate Office in 
Placentia’s Town Center develop- 
ment, south of Yorba Linda 
Boulevard, just west of Kraemer 
Boulevard in a free standing 
building. The Scarpas took this 
denial to the courts. 

Langer in his Tuesday night 
statement added: ‘‘I feel that ali the 
poison pen letters that have been 
addressed to the city council, by the 
Scarpas, are full of emotion, 
innuendos, half truths, sarcasm and 
deliberate attempt to embarrass and

intimidate the council...all because 
the Scarpas were denied a real 
estate office in the Town Center and 
then lost their case in court. (They 
have since been permitted an office 
across the street.) 

‘To me, these attacks on the city 
council are vindictive and smell of 
sour grapes. I really feel sorry for the 
Scarpas that they have to resort to 
such unscrupulous tactics in order to 
gain attention, because the people of 
Placentia have always seen through 
such tripe to learn what the facts 
really are. Truth, honesty and 
dignity always win in the long run. 
That's all I have to say.’’ 

The Scarpas are frequent 
attenders at city council and 
planning commission meetings and 
have spoken on a variety of subjects 
over the past year. 

One of the Scarpa’s current efforts 
is in regard to the city council’s 
purchase of five acres of ground 
immediately north of the city’s new 
Civic Center Complex. This was the 
main subject of their last 
correspondence which noted ‘‘the 
strange circumstances surrounding 
the five acre purchase."’ 

Langer, the only councilman to 
vote against the five acre purchase, 
accepted the challenge. Tuesday 
night’s session also included some 
verbal fisticuffs between Bonnie 
Scarpa, who was the main 
spokesman for the Scarpas, and 
Mayor Pro Tem Michael Callahan, 
later bringing Mrs. Scarpa back to 
the lectern after the discussion was 
closed. 

Following a remark by Mayor Pro 
Tem Michael Callahan, concerning a 
former request by Mrs. Scarpa, 
Callahan asked the mayor “‘if this is 
a public meeting or a_ public 
hearing."’ He then said. ‘‘OK, this is 
a resolution in a public meeting.”’ 

Mrs. Scarpa then left her seat and 
returned to the microphone and 
addressed the chair: ‘‘Mr. Mayor, I 
would like to comment. on 
Councilman Callahan. He's being 
sarcastic and....’" The Mayor then 
gavelled the meeting back to order. 

‘I'd appreciate that very much, 
Mr. Mayor, thank you,’’ Mrs. 
Scarpa addressed the chair then 
demanded....‘‘Would you ask Mr. 
Callahan to be quiet?’’ 

Councilman Langer, who had 
asked that the last Scarpa 
correspondence be placed on the 
agenda for discussion, began his 
statement by asking the city 
attorney if the purchase of the five 
acres of property was legal. Answer, 
it was. 

Also, by soliciting from the city 
administrator if the council, in the 
purchase, acted in a good, sound 
and acceptable business like manner 
and following past procedures. 
Answer: they did. 

**My third concern,’’ the Langer 
statement continued, ‘‘is that the 
Scarpa letter questions my honesty 
and integrity by such quotes as 
‘strange circumstances surrounding 
the five acre purchase’...‘they 
purchased the five acres at a 
shocking $85,000 an acre’...‘deli- 
berate coverup’...‘a deliberate 
attempt to fool the 
deliberate attempt to fool the 
public’....‘according to the law a city 
must have a reason for purchasing 
property’....‘and now comes the 
rip-off’, et cetera." 

‘“‘Let’s take a few minutes to 
examine some of the statements 
contained in the Scarpa letter and 
the facts that were, I feel, purposely 
omitted to embarrass, ridicule and 
intimidate the council and to deceive 
the public,’’ the Langer statement 
continued, saying that he was taking 
the quotations out of context. 

‘* ‘Empty offices abounded:’ The 
fact is that when the five acres was 
purchased, there were two empty 
offices....one for the full time city 
attorney, which some day we will 
have, and the other one is being 
used by city council members. I 
think anticipating future require- 
ments is prudent planning to me, 
and | feel this is a _ gross 
overstatement. 

** “They purchased the five acres 
at a shocking $85,000 an acre.’ The 
Scarpas very conveniently neglected 
to mention that an appraiser was 
hired by the city to determine the 
market value, because I recall that 
the Founders K (owners of the 
property) wanted $125,000 an acre. 
The fact is, the city hired J. Patrick 
Gavin to make a market value 
appraisal on the five acres for three 
reasons.’™ 


“First reason was, as the city 
administrator has indicated, it is the 
standard procedure on the city’s 
part, to obtain an appraisal for the 
acquisition of land or buildings. 

“‘Second, because none of us up 
here are experts in determining 
what land values are and it just 
makes good business sense to hire 
an appraiser, to protect the interest 
of the city. Using the market data 
approach to value, the appraisal 
established the market value of the 
five acres to be $85,000 per acre or 
$2 per square foot...not some 
magical number that was plucked 
out of the air by the council or staff. 

‘Quote: ‘At the so called public 
hearings again, not one word was 
ever mentioned by any councilman, 
mayor, city official, or member of 
the audience about buying the five 
acres.’ This statement would lead 
the public to believe that the five 
acres was mainly purchased by 
unanimous vote of the council 
without any discussion. 

“‘Nothing could be further from 
the truth. In fact,’’ Langer contiued, 
“it was I who raised the question at 
the public hearings on the Capital 
Improvement Element, whether the 
land should be purchased and it was 
I who voted against the purchase. 

**Quote: ‘That to us is a deliberate 
coverup, a deliberate attempt to fool 
the public.’ The facts do not bear out 
this statement to be truthful. 

“In fact,’’ Langer continued, 
**How can you have a cover-up when 
the four local newspapers have been 
carrying articles regarding the 
purchase for ten months (starting in 
August, 1974 through May, 1975.) 

‘‘The reporters who cover our city 
do an outstanding job in obtaining 
facts through probing, investigat- 
ing, asking pointed and direct 
questions when they are not 
satisfied with our answers, believe 
me, they get on us. These reporters 
would be the first ones to make the 
council or staff account for any cover 
up. 

“‘Quote: ‘Now comes the rip-off’: 
The people of Placentia were not 
ripped off. They simply paid the 
market value established by the 
appraiser. There are some allega- 
tions about shenanigans pulled pff 
by Founders K and some of those 
other people. The internal manipu- 
lations between the Kraemer family 
members is really not a matter for 
the city. That is a matter between 
them and the taxing agencies that 
are concerned,’’ Langer stated. 

In rebuttal, Mayor Lyons told 
Mrs. Scarpa: ‘‘I’ll give you five 
minutes.”’ 

‘‘Thank you Mr. Mayor,’’ Mrs. 
Scarpa replied. ‘‘How long did he 
have?’’, indicating Councilman 
Langer. 

Mrs. Scarpa stated: ‘‘At no time 
did Jack or I or any other citizen of 
this town, have the opportunity to 
talk about the purchase of the five 
acres.”’ 

‘I sat in the audience and I read the 
legal ads and I defy anyone to read 
the legal ads as they are published 
by this city and understand them. 

‘There are just two things I would 
like to see changed. I would like to 
see the legal ads on the capital 
amendment plan and I would like to 
see them itemized.”’ 

Councilman Jack Gomez interjec- 
ted: ‘‘Bonnie, you would find 
something else to castigate.”’ 

Mrs. Scarpa: ‘‘Maybe I would.”’ 

Mayor Lyons: ‘*Let Mrs. Scarpa 
make her recommendations."’ 

Mrs. Scarpa: ‘‘And then you can 
ignore it...is that it?’’ 

Mrs. Scarpa continued: ‘‘The 
second thing I would like for you to 
do is make a public announcement 
prior to the public hearing exactly 
what the public hearing will pertain 
to.” 

Mrs. Scarpa then added: ‘*Mayor, 
I never had an opportunity to talk to 
you about those five acres, because I 
think if I had, things might have 
been different.’’ 

Councilman Gomez: ‘‘Do you 
really think that any of us up here are 
crooks enough to get into a deal and 
be benefitted by that purchase? 
Answer me and don’t worry about it. 
Whatever your answer is, is fine. 
But don’t accuse me of being 
dishonest. You can say I’m dumb 
and ignorant and everything else, 
but don’t accuse me of being 
dishonest.”’ 

Jack Scarpa interjected: ‘‘You and 
the city council are the stewards of 
the taxpayers money and I think the 
Founders K had a field day on that 
five acres."’ 


Condominiums Approved 


Near Yorba Linda 


An opening wedge of 6% acres of 
condominiums, into the undevelop- 
ed southeast corner of Placentia, 
near the Yorba Linda border, was 
unanimously approved Tuesday 
night by the Placentia City Council. 

The development encompasses 
only 5.6 dwelling units per acre in a 
zone that permits 8 to 10. 

Acreage adjacent to the condo- 
miniums, which will be built by 
architect H.C. Tan of Anaheim, has 


been a subject for confrontation by 
Yorba Linda neighbors who live on 
‘adjoining half acre lots. The 
development also is close to Yorba 
Linda’s horse country. 

There were nc protestors at the 
Tuesday hearing regarding the 37 
planned units, which will be built on 
the southeast corner of .Mariposa 
and Highland Avenues. The units 
will contain two and three bedrooms 
and will include two car garages.

ing the staff report, pointed out that 
the 25 per cent increase Jaycox 
hoped to gain is a vast increase over 
the usual boost. 

An effort by Councilman Robert 
Langer to gain a commitment from 
Rangel that the higher increase of 
25.7 per cent, which the company 
requested, would be extended 
throughout the lifetime or the three 
year contract, ending January 31, 
1979, was introduced in his motion. 
The effort, however, brought some 
protests from Councilmen Jack 
Gomez and George De Jesus. 

Rangel answered Councilman 
Langer’s questions about additional 
increases during the life of the 
contract with: ‘‘The rate we are 
requesting is compatible to the rates 
in Orange County and we feel that 
we can live out the remainder of the 
contract....We have experienced 
two years in the red. That is why I’m 
here.”’ 


‘‘What we’re asking for rounds 
out to someplace in the vicinity of 
eight cents a week.”’ 

Mayor Robert Lyons: ‘‘My 
personal opinion is that we get 
tremendous service. I know that 
they follow up on their complaints. 
They have a lot of initiative in 
handling the trash situation. It is a 
franchise holder without any 
problems and I would like for the 
council to approve their rate 
increase they have asked for.’’ 

Councilman Jack Gomez: ‘‘I don’t 
think it’s fair to lock in Jaycox 
through 1979. I hate to box them in 
and say ‘you can’t have anymore.’”’ 

Councilman George De Jesus: ‘‘I 
concur with Councilman Gomez. We 
are all aware of the skyrocketing of 
the union contracts and I don’t think 
we should penalize them.’’ 

Mayor Lyons: ‘‘The contract goes 
out through January 31, 1979 in any 
case. The company still has the right 
to petition in unforeseen and 
unusual circumstances.”’

The Founders Society has 
attempted to raise sufficient funds to 
assure the preservation of the home, 
hoping to supply the monies needed 
to bring it up to safety code for public 
use. The amount of money required 
has been estimated from $60,000 to 
$100,000. 

Representing the Bradford family 
at the luncheon was Mrs. Irene 
Bradford Kamin, a resident of Yorba 
Linda. 

The Founders Society, which has 
been working for a year on plans to 
save the home, will next be 
reporting to the Placentia City 
Council at its first meeting in 
January on January 6, 1976. At that 
time the group may seek an 
extension of the deadline on razing 
the home, until the city takes some 
action on creating a new Cultural 
Arts Commission. Founders Society 
members believe the commission, if 
appointed, would be an appropriate 
body to make the final decision on 
the home. 

Also involved in the group’s work 
is possibly designating the home for 
use as a Heritage House and as a 
backdrop for a changing art gallery. 
The latter would expectedly require 
a paid curator and director to work in 
the home. 

Mrs. Kamin, granddaughter of 
Albert Bradford, said that all of the 
original furnishings in the home 
have been sold and are no longer 
available, although some items and 
artifacts of interest are on loan to 
historian George Key and are 
available if the need for them 
develops. 

Working with the Founders 
Society and other interested 
individuals are Mrs. Beverly 


Lunger, president of the thriving 
Placentia Art Association, whose 
board has expressed an interest in 
saving the home and using it as a 
cultural center. 

Mrs. Kamin told guests at the 
luncheon that she and other family 
members are very interested in 
seeing the home saved, and would 
hate to see it bulldozed down. 

““Both my brother (A.S. ‘‘Buddy’’ 
Bradford) and I would like to see a 
museum occur,’’ Mrs. Kamin 
informed the group.

Public Urged to Talk 
On 1988 Plan 


A long look at how the city of 
Placentia will spend $60 million on 
capital improvements between now 
and 1988, will be discussed again at 
the first city council meeting in 
January. 

The review of the 100-page 
Capital Improvement Element to the 
General Plan, brought forth no 
spokesmen from the public. The 
council desirous of receiving public 
input voted to continue their perusal 
of the document to see if more 
interest would be forthcoming. 

The booklet, prepared by staff, 
outlines all the additional improve- 
ments and developments thought to 
be needed in the city for the next 13 
years. The comprehensive docu- 
ment also was the subject of a Page 
One Placentia Courier story in the 
December “3, 1975 issue. 

Mayor Robert Lyons expressed 
concern as to when the city would 
run out of funds unless additional 
tax sources are found. 

Frank Dunnavant, Director of the 
city’s Finance Department replied: 
“It will be 1983 to ’84 before we 
actually run out of money. At that 
time the general fund will have a 
deficit unless new sources of 
revenue come forth or there is some 
increase in the area of property tax 
or other areas that are not now 


known. 

**We never know what inflation is 
going to do to us from one year to the 
other in these times, in today’s 
economy. Anyone, I don’t care how 
smart they are, would have to guess 
and if they hit it on the nose they 
would be lucky.”’ 

Mayor Lyons continued: ‘‘We’re 
wiped out of contingency fund about 
1979.’’ Dunnavant: ‘‘You continue 
to reduce your contingency fund 
until 1982-’83 and then you would 
only have a contingency of $225. 

Lyons: ‘‘I think we had better start 
considering using the utility tax fund 
to fill up the holes in the general 
fund... either that, or property taxes 
are going to go up. That’s how I feel 
if we reduce any of the percentages 
on the utility tax because I know 
we're going to need it to maintain 
the present level of service.’’ 

Lyons, concerning public partici- 
pation: ‘‘We’ re not going to send out 
special invitations because people 
have letters in the newspapers, but I 
would like to see us continue this 
thing because I think we’re talking 
about approximately $60 million in 
city funds and I think somebody 
might be interested enough to show 
up for a public hearing. And I wish 
the press would pick it up,’’ the 
Mayor concluded.

To the Editor: 

I recently read an _ article 
concerning the formation of a 
citizens group from four countries 
being formed to apply pressure on 
the State Legislators to purchase the 
Chino Hills for ‘‘Open Space’’. 
While I can appreciate their concern 
about the proposed airport, have 
they seriously considered all of the 
ramifications of what they propose? 

If the thousands of us living in the 
cities surrounding the Chino Hills 
wanted to partake of the ‘‘Open 
Space’’, (according to the Environ- 
mental Impact Reports for proposed 
development in this area) our 
presence there would create a 
tremendous fire hazard, our cars 
would pollute the air and we would 
cause traffic jams on the roads 
presently ‘‘operating at over 
capacity’’; and the residents in the 
hills have made it clear that they are 
opposed to widening or improving 
the present roads, or to the 
construction of any additional roads 
into the area. Apparently we are not 
welcome to drive through and 


partake of this ‘‘Open Space’’. 

If you check the tax records and 
talk to your local School Superinten- 
dent, you will find that those of us 
living in the cities are subsidizing 
the rural environment enjoyed by 
the residents in these hills. Now we 
are being asked to preserve this 
environment, apparently for their 
benefit only since our presence is 
obviously unwelcome, at additional

home of their own? Are our children 
to be relegated to apartments and 
condominiums because the price of 
land is such that they no longer can 
afford this privilege that is so much a 
part of the American way of life? Are 
we being asked to preserve these 
hills for the sake of the ‘‘natural 
habitat’ so the ground squirrels, the 
rabbits, the rattlesnakes, they 
tarantulas, the packs of coyotes and 
wild Gogs are free to roam as they 
please, and ‘‘fence’’ our future 
generation in apartments. or 
condominiums; depriving our child- 
ren of the opportunity to have their 
own small piece of ground - a 
privilege we cherish so highly? 

To the members of PATCH, to 
Mr. Rhoads, to Mayor Ewing and to 
the proposed citizen’s committee, I

cities surrounding the Chino Hill, 
ask yourselves this question: ‘‘Open 
Space? For Whom? And then ask it 
of your City Councils, your Board of 
Supervisors, your State Representa- 
tives who will be pressured for 
this move and your Governor who 
has the power to veto any such 
legislative action. 

Open space has been presented to 
us ina pretty package. It is time now 
we take the wrapping off and have a 
good look at what is inside; and the 
price we and future generations will 
have te pay for it.

The Rodriguez descend- 
ants and relatives who 
number more than 300 just 
in the city of Placentia, 
Ponce says, should buy 
even more of the com- 
memorative, specially 
struck medallions, which 
celebrate the country’s 
200th birthday and Pla- 
centia’s 50th anniversary. 

Mrs. Lopez said she will 
urge all her relations to buy 
the medallions for Christ- 
mas presents and that she 
will buy several for special 
gifts. 


Ponce and Mrs. Lopez are 
related through their grand- 
mothers, Herlinda Gaste- 
lum Martinez and Rosa 


Gastelum Rodriguez, who 
were sisters. 


Somehow in all these 
years of growing and selling 
Christmas trees, it has 
never occurred to me that 
someone buying one of 
these long-needle bushy 
trees would be at a loss to 
know how, decorate a 
Monterey : 


This year several buyers 
have asked just how to do it. 
Thinking back to the first 
time I was confronted with 
the task of decorating one, it 
was a challenge. 


Well, I can tell you where 
you can get plenty of ideas 
for your next tree. The 
women of the Mother Goose 
Guild are experts. Each 
year they plan and make 
decorations for a dozen 
different trees which they 


have on display at a 
Christmas Brunch. The 
trees are awarded to the 
guests. 


This year my little one 
and I went over early in the 
morning to see what 
fantastic decorations the 
women had prepared this 
year. My daughter was 
most impressed with the 
‘Winter Fantasy”’ - quilled 


paper snowflakes, cro- 
cheted  poinsettias and 
crystal prisms on it. 

I went for the more 
whimsical ‘‘Not even a’’, 
with (mice) in various 
poses, swinging in a 


hammock, popping out of a 
box, and so on. Just 
delightful. One tree was 


done in a_ bicentennial 
theme. Angels, cornhusk 
dolls, ‘‘God’s eyes’’, so 


many beautiful ornaments, 
all handmade. 


To be a winner of any one 
of those trees has to be the 
ultimate prize. Our tree is a 
little drab in comparison 
(beautiful to me) because all 
it sports right now are the 
lights. We are waiting for 
our traveler to return to help 
decorate our tree. 


It would be quite a thing 
to follow the example of the 
Industrial Forestry Associa- 
tion and have a contest for 
the tree that grows the most 
during the year. Believe it 
or not, this year the winner 
of this contest among 
thousands of Douglas Fir 
trees is ‘‘Topsy’’ growing in 
Washington. 


‘‘Topsy"’ is 16 feet tall 
and 8 years old. A Monterey 
Pine that age could be over 
30 feet tall. [know a number 
of growers who are always

Placentia’s first retired 
employee. 
Ponce’s grandmother 


was born in Baji California, 
Mexico in 


1865 and 


migrated with her family-to 
the Anaheim area in the 
1890s. Carolina's father 
Rodolfo Martinez was born 
in Santa Barbara in 1861. 
Rodolfo’s parents, Lazaro 
Martinez and Gregoria 
Carvahales were born in 
Santa Barbara in the 1830s.

In high school they 
are then certified MGM’s 
and are offered the GOLD 
program as upper division 
students. Out of 15 
identified MGM juniors, 11 
are presently enrolled in 
GOLD of their own free will 
at Valencia, according to 
Fisher. 

Scheduling for the GOLD 
students is done by hand 
since the computer is only 
geared for six classes and 
GOLD offers the student the 
opportunity to take eight or 
nine classes. 

A GOLD resource room is 
available on campus where 
the students can go to work 
on assignments and pro- 
jects when not scheduled 
into a regular class. This 
facility enables them to 
keep their projects going, 
view films, and use 
research materials avail- 
able for GOLD students. 

According to Fisher, 


GOLD’s objectives are ‘‘to 
turn out a student who can 
work on his own and pursue 
research without someone 
beating on his back.’’ 

The school receives state 
funds for every student 
enrolled in MGM _ and 
GOLD. This extra money 
goes towards the purchase 
of college texts, films and 
other audio visual and 
research materials. 

In the past Valencia has 
had 9th and 10th grade 
language arts and history 
seminars for MGM_ stu- 
dents but nothing special 
for gifted juniors. GOLD, 
still in the planning stages, 
is an 11th and 12th grade 
program set up in conjunc- 
tion with the Regional 
Occupation Program’s car- 
eer exploration.
